ITS MISSING PATIENTS. 



We have before had occasion to tie- i 
precate the levity with which the N. j 
W. Herald refers to the Lunatic Asy- i 
lum and the bizarre air with which he i 
dismisses all allusions thcreanent, hop- I 
ing, perhaps, to divert public attention \ 
from the accusation which has been 
brought i against the management of 
that institution. Tlie quirks and jests 
of the Herald when referring to luna- 
tics are as much out of place as "BRUD- 
dek Bonks" and his antics at a funeral, 
or a brass band performing "Sally in 
our Alley" at a death-bedside. The 
main point — the only one, in fact — for 
the Herald to consider (and we demand 
in the name of afflicted humanits thai 
he shall put aside his Merry Andrew 
cap and bells for a few moments) is 
this: — Certain returns affecting the 
asylum were asked for by the House. 
Included in those returns, when math', 
was a statement that between the re- 
moval of the patients to New West- 
minster and the date of the report five 
patients had died. These returns, bear 
in mind, were official and were accept- 
ed as correct. Upon referring to the 
printed record of deaths as they were 
announced from time to time in the 
New Westminster papers we ascer- 
tained that the number really deceased 
during the perioil stated was seven. 
Pursuing our , researches in the same 
direction we ascertained thatonepaticnt 
was interred Without a doctor's certifi- 
cate. We have asked the Government 
and its organ? to explain, if they ran, 
the discrepancy ; to inform the public 
what has become of the two patients of 
whom no account is given in the official 
reports, and to tell the country of what 
disease the poor man died who was 
hurried into his grave before the doctor 
hud had an opportunity of seeing him. 
The managers receipted (say) for 3T 
male patients. They account for so 
many escaped, so many discharged cur- 
ed, so many admitted since date of last 
report, and five dead ; and according 
to the report there remain two patients 
unaccounted for. 'The local papers re 
ported these two patients as dead. 
Friends who inquired at the Asylum 
were told they had deceased ; but the 
official report makes no mention of 
them. Had they been eats, or dogs, 
or poll-parrots their demise could not 
have provoked less attention. Now 
the Herald declines to make any ex- 
planation of how it came about that 
seven patients were reported dead in its 
own columns, and only five were 
returned dead by the officers of the 
Asylum. Was the Herald inaccurate 
when it made the announcement, or 
have the officials of the Asylum wilful 
ly blundered in making their return. 
Are the missing patients allir and con- 
fined in some dark dungeon where their 
cries cannot reach the ear of the public? 
If the funny man of the Herald can see 
anything to excite his risibilities in this 
connection, we pity him and his read- 
era as much, almost, as we pity the 
poor creatures who, bereft of reason, 
are committed to the tender care of a i 
Government that plumes itself on hav- : 
bag so reduced the dietary scale as to 
save 1 1 ^ cents per day on the keep nf I 
each patient. 

Port Cbareros at Honolulu, S. I. j 

Victoria, June 6, IS79. 

Editor Colonist. — T wish to make 
through the columns of your paper a 1 
statement to shipmasters in regard to 
Honolulu,' the "earthly paradise," so- j 
called, as many nave the impression 
that it is a cheap port to go to. 

In the first place everything is under | 
the control of Government officials, rr..- j 
pilotage, towage and wharfage. As ; 
soon as a vessel anchors in the harbor 
a Customhouse ollicer is put on board. 
Six; days are allowed a vessel of I SI 
tons for discharging 900 tons of China | 
cargo; the vessel is detained at her an- 
chorage until such time as the officials 
see lit to assign her a berth at the 
wharf. In some cases vessels have i 
l>een detained five or six days, thus 
using all the time allowed them for (lis- j 
charging. All this time the Custom- 
house officer is boarded and lodged by 
tho ship, and tho ship, in addition, has 
k» pay him for every day until she is i 
discharged. In my case one-half day i 
was left to me to discharge my cargo, 
and on asking the Customhouse col- 
lector tho justice of the charge, he in- 
formed me that it must be paid. My 
brother, as well as the U. S. Consul 
advised me to pay it under protest, but, 
as a general thing, protests 1 for small , 
amounts cost more than they are 
worth. 

While there one shipmaster was 
sued for §5000 for damage to railroad 
iron — said iron becoming rusty by ; 
his ship straining and leaking through I 
bad weather. Notwithstanding his noting j 
and extending a protest and having a j 
a certificate of good stowage this did 
not prevent them taking action against 1 
him. After great expense and delay 
tho case was decided in his favor. ! 

Shipmasters visiting Honolulu must j 
be cautious in expressing an opinion of ; 
that "earthly paradise," or they may 
receive the same treatment that one of ; 
their fraternity did who was unfor- I 
tunate in losing his vessel near there 
about sixteen months ago, when he re j 
belled against the charges of some of 
the officials. 

In regard to losing your men; If 
you are willing to pay from §50 to §100, 
as the case may be, to a licensed ship- 
ping master you can retain your crew,

Astoria, June 6, I S7 9. 
On Saturday, 7th inst., about »! p.m. 
as Mr. \Y. S. Abbott, who resides near 
Mr. Kindred's not far from Fort 
Stevens, uas driving along the road 
to Skipanon, he found the road ob- 
structed by a fallen tree. As he could 
not cross over it, he made his way as 
best as lie could around it. Reaching 
the top end of the tree, he was horrified 
to discover the lifeless bodies of his 
near neighbors, Mr, John Burke and 
his daughter linmia, prostrate beneath 
the trunk and limbs of the fallen tree. 
The deplorable accident occurred with- 
in 100 yards of Mr. Burke's own house 
ami as there were no eye-witnesses to 
the awful catastrophe, we can only 
judge from the surroundings how it 
occurred. Mr. Abbott immediately 
summoned Mr. Kindred and other 
neighbors to the spot to assist in re- 
moving the dead to I he house. From 
appearances, it would seem that Mr. 
Burke's intention was to drop the tree 
in almost an opposite direction to that 
iii which it fell. That his daughter 
was standing leaning against a log at 
some distance watching her father; the 
trcp in falling struck a dead tree break- 
ing it in two; the poor girl in her be- 
wilderment ran in the direction of 
the descending tree; her father see- 
ing the danger dropped his axe, (which 
was found at the butt of the tree) and 
doubtless rushed to her rescue, too late, 
I alas! to save his poor daughter's life, 
! but not too late fn lose his own in the 
attempt. In picturing so sad a scene 
one cannot but feel thankful to know 
j there could have been no lingering, 
torturing pain to either mind or body. 
I The poor girl's head and breast were 
! so crushed that death must have been 
I instantaneous, while the father, whose 
j corpse lay but a few feet from his 
! daughter, had been struck by a large 
! limb, breaking his neck and fracturing 
' his skull. 

Last spring Mi*. Burke returned to. 

■ his home on Clatsoplains, bringing 
with him an only child whose mother 

j had been dead many years, but who, 
| before she died, had deposited some 
§2,200 in the United States Hank, tho 
interest of which was to pay for the 
| education of his child. The child hor- 
. self, Burke heing then a soldier in the 
i United States army, was left in charge 
! of the Sisters'of Charity and placed in 
the convent iu Washington, D.C. At 
j eighteen she was to receive the §2,200 
according to her mother's will. Hav- 
ing reached her seventeenth year her 
I desire was to leave the convent and 
! make her home with her father, who after 
! seventeen years' service in tho army had 
i been honorably discharged while statton 
ed at Fort Stevens, and had located his 
! home near by. To accomplish this Mr. 
Burke visited W ashington, winch account- 
ed for his protracted absence. Since their 
re-union father and daughter have been 
i devotedly attached to each other, and 
those who knew them best say it was a 
i kind Providence that so u vomited this 
sad dispensation that the fond father did 
not survive to mourn the death of his lov- 
ing child. Mr, Buiko was in comfortable 
j circumstances; he owned his farm, and 
| since his daughter's return had built him 
a new residence. It is said also that he 
had considerable money deposited in one 

■ of the Portland banks.

The Court met at 10.20 a.m. ami tho 
Grand Jury having answered to their 
luune^ His Lordship handed to them an 
indictment against William Playfair. His 
Lordnhip explained that tho prisoner was 
indicted on threu counts: the first fur as- 
saulting a police officer in the execution 
of his duty, the second for Common as- 
sault andtho'third for contempt of Court. 

Tho jury then retired I" consider the 
indictment and after an abaenco of half 
an hour returnod and the foreman asked 
His Lordship the meaning of the words 
"boat, wound, and ill-treat." Did they 
mean more .than a common assault) 

His Lordship said that they were mere- 
ly formal words and did not signify any- 
thing more serious than u common as- 
sault. 

The foreman then announced a true 
bill. * 

The prisoner v. as then arraigned. 

Mr. McCroight, Q. 0., appeared fur the 
prosecution and Mr. Then. Davie for the 
prisoner. 

Tho learned counsel fur the defence 
said that before any plea was put in he 
would move to quash the third count in 
the indictment ami submitted that it. was 
the duty of tho Police Magistrate to have 
at once dealt. with the prisoner for any 
contempt which might have taken [dace 
ill liis Court. 

The Chief Justice overruled the object - 
ion. - 

The prisoner thereupon pleaded '"not 
guilty" and tho following jury was ein- 
pannelod: — Thos. Nicholson (foreman), 
A. Clyde, A. Rutherford, J. Bennett, J. 
Leech, J. Harris, \V. Rpenoe, J. C. Lisk, 
O. Hart, A. Glendenning, .1. Madden 
and Alex. Donaldson. 

Mr. McCreight in opening the case for 
tho Crown briefly explained that the 
prisoner had been arrested by constable 
Loutotto for supplying liquor to Indians 
on the morning of June fith; an hour or 
two afterwards he appeared before the 
Stipendiary Magistrate and probably 
thinking that matters would gu hard with 
him made up his mind to walk out of the 
Court. Ho was restrained by the officers 
nnd then committed the assault and the 
act of contempt. 

Constable Lindsay deposed that the 
prisoner was in the dock on the day in 
(question; he was charged with supplying 
himor to Indians and his case ivarf being 
lipardj fie was defended by Mr. Theo. 
TJavio, wljo claimed that the prisoner had 
boon illegally arrested and was entitled to 
|iis discharge at once; Mr. Davie also said 
that if he did nut get his discharge the 
pply thing left to him was to leave trie 

court ; thereupon t)iu p^isonec snatched 
up Jps hat and proceeded to leave tho 
iloc|i; witness put out his hand to stop the 
prisonor, who then made a grab at wit- 
(ipsa and caught him by the collar and 
bpard; witness heard Mr. Davie say that 
the ..prisoner had a right to resist; tho 
prisoner resisted mul a sputllu ppnued; 
ennstablu Luutettp and Superintendent 
Todd came to witness' assistance and tho 
prisoner was put back into the dock. 

His Lordship asked the witness if ho 
expected the jnry to believe that Mr. 
Pnvie would for otiP moment dare to ad- 
vise a prisoner to resist an officer in tho 
uxauution of his duty in the courfc-roorn? 
Did the witness think that if Mr, Davie 
or anyone else offered any such ftdyive to. 
a prisoner in this court, he would for an 
instant afterwards be his own master? 

Oross-oxaminod by Mr. Davio — Yovi 
wero addressing tho court at tho time 1 
heard you say the prisoner was entitled 
to his discharge hud had a right to voalatj 
did not hear you spoak to the prisoner; 
the case had not been fully called on and 
do not think the Information \\m\ bpun 
road; heard you say to the prisoner after 
the assault, "desist, that's enough." 

Constable Loutetto deposed that ho 
witnessed tho assault on Oonstablo Lind- 
Bay and that ho (witness) hoard Mr. Davio 
say that tho prisoner had boon illegally 
arrested and had a right to resist; when 
prisoner heard Mr. Davie say ho had a 
right to resist he said, "So I will," and 
procoeded to loavi tj;p cjofiki 
' (jrobS-pivaniineir— Pha'd'rio warrant for 

[iii'sbiior's arrerft; saw' liirrt supjdy' the 
' ; ;UoV; "abe".o ha}' an hour elapsed be- 
We'en that and the arrest; T am hot at 
present a member of tho polico force. 
•"His Lordship 8 uul it did. not matter 
whothei' tho prisoner wns arrested with or 
without n warrant by a constable qr by 



some ono else — that was a matter quito 
immaterial. Ho was in the dock and was 
bound to remain thorc until discharged by 
the magistrate. Of course he would have 
his remedy for falso imprisonment if he 
had been illegally arrested, but he had no 
right to assault tho polico officer. 

Mr. Davio asked his Lordship if ho in- 
tended to overrulo tho objection ho was 
about to take, viz., that Loutotte was not 
a constable when ho made tho arrest, 

Tho Chief Justice — Most certainly I do. 

Hon. A. F. Pemborton testified' that 
Mr. Davie made an application before him 
its Stipendiary Magistrate for tho dis- 
charge of the prisoner on tho ground that 
ho had boon illegally arrested; ho made a 
similar application in his (witness 1 ) ofiico 
previously; witness said that ho could not 
entortain the application and that he 
would hoar the ovidonco; thereupon Mr. 
Davio said that the prisoner was illegally ] 
in custody and that he had no alternative 
but to walk out of Court; that he might 
do so and resist any force that was used | 
against him; witness was on tho bench at i 
tho timo and prisoner was in the dock 
for the purpose of having his case tried; , 
after Mr. Davio made use of thoso words | 
tho prisonor left the dock, doing all in his 
power to get out of Court; when Mr. Da i 
vie said, 1 that will do," the prisoner do- I 
sistod. | 

To Mr. Davio — The application you 
made preceded tho business of tho Court; I 
there was argument on tho legality of tho 
arrest after the prisoner was brought back, 
but I only gave one ruling. 

His Lordship asked tho witness why he ! 
did not commit Mr. Davio for contempt ! | 
If Mr, Davie had been guilty of such con- 
duet boforethis Court ho would have been | 
instantly arrested for contempt and would 
not have boon permitted to appear before I 
His Lordship until he had ■' kissed the 
rod" — • and kissod it vory humbly, 
too- -nor would ho bo allowed to come 
into his presence for any other purpose. 

Mr. McCroight said the case for the j 
Crown was closod. 

Mr. Davio statod he would step into 
tho witness-box and give ovidonco himself, j 
He was then duly sworn and deposed — T 
thought that the prisoner had been ille- 
gally arrested and drow the magistrate's ; 
attention to the fact in his office before 
tho Court opened; after the Court I again 
drew his attention to the illegality and ! 
stated my case; Mr. Courtney, for the i 
prosecution, replied and 1 answered; 1 
argued that the man, if ho was illegally 
arrested, had aright to leave the dock; 1 
made a pause to hear an expression of 
opinion from Mr. Pemborton, but he gave 
none, and tho first thing I know prisoner | 
was Bcullling with the police; when I saw . 
what was going on I at once said to pri- 
soner, " that will do," or " that's enough. " | 
Tho prisonor theroupon went back into | 
the dock; my arguments were not in any 
way addressed to the prisoner; they were 
addressed to the Court; tho scutllo was of i 
very short duration. 

Cross-examined — It was after Mr. Pern- | 
burton gave his ruling that ho referred 
me to the law on arrests; ho is entirely | 
mistaken if he says it was before; he did ; 
nut refuse to discharge tho prisoner; ho j 
made no answer to my argument and I I 
suppose the prisonor thought the Court I 
agreed with me; I argued that he had a 
right to leave tho dock if illegally arrest- 
ed whether ho was discharged or not. 

H. C. Courtney, sworn— 1 was engaged j 
to prosecute in tho case against Playfair; i 
tho prisonor was placed in tho dock and j 
before tho ease was proceeded with Mr. 
Davie made preliminary objection irias- 
much as tho prisonor was not in reality 
before tho Court as he had been illegally 
arrosted by a person who was not a enn- ' 
stablo; I replied that it did not matter | 
about the arrest and that the prisoner | 
was duly before (Jic Court; Mr. Pember- | 
ton ruled in my favor and ordered tho 
information to be read; Mr. Davie there- 
upon said that if this wore tho case the 
only thing for the prisonor to do was to 
leave tho dock and offer resistance if any 
one interfered with him; Mr. Davio was 
sitting down at the time; the prisoner 
immediately pickod up his hat and said 
"I will resist," and proceeded tu leave the 
duck ; the assault then took place. 

Cross-examined - Tho Magistrate did 
not order the information to be read until 
after the prisonor was put back in tho I 
dock. 

In answer to Mr. Davie, His Lordship I 
stated that he would reject all ovidonco 
as to the legality of the arrest of tho pris- 
oner. 

Mr. Davie intimated that he did not. I 
intend to call any more witnesses and ' 
then proceeded to address the jury. He i 
reminded them that the guilt or innocence 
of the prisonor was the sole matter with, j 
which they had to deal. Tho Court hav- 
ing over ruled the question of tho legality 
of tho prisoner's arrest, tho contention 
for the prisoner would now bo that ho 
was justified in believing that the Magis- | 
trato concurred in tho application of liis 
counsel and consequently left the dock 
under tho impression that he was a free 
man. Although Mr. Pemborton seetr.ee', ; 
to be under the impression, that at the 
timo of tl^e net complained of ho had nil- j 
ctl adversely to the prisonor yet the ovi- 
donco of Mr. Courtney proved that tho 
Magistrate had not ordered tho informa- 
tion to bo road till aftor tho alleged as- | 
sault, and that tho ruling of the judgo 
was given contemporaneously with the j 
order. Inasmuch us the MajiistRty luul I 
not disaufltgd from ti\e iteinarits niado by I 
thu uoua.ol for tho prisonor, viz., that his 
only course was to walk out of tho dock, 
tho prisoner was justified ii( thinking that 
thu Magistrate concurred therein/' No 
undue violence had boon used by the 
prisoner and it was for t t ||y jury to say 
whether, Under- the circumstances, ho was, I 
gujlty of a moral crime. The learned 
counsel cpntpnded that he was po.t and 
asked for a verdict of acquittal. 

Mr. McCroight briefly addressed jjhi I 
jury for tho proseciitiori and pointed out ' 
that tho nwsQHpr h'ul undoubtedly been : 
guilty not only of an assault on the police 
in the execution of their duty but of con- ! 
tempt of Court. Ho asked tho jury to 
uphold tho dignity of tho law or other- 
wise theru would at oppp he an end. tq the . 
administration of justice. 

The Chief Justice, in charging the jury, 
said that the guilt or innocence of the 
prisoner was tho only rjupstian befo.r-0 1 
thorn, tho propriety or impropriety f Ids 
oouusol had nothing to do with the case. I 
Tho prisoner is indicted, firstly, for an as- 
sault upon a constablo in the execution , 

of his fluty, secondly, fur a pommen. m 

auuU and, thirdly, for a poptpmpt of I 
Court- The Judge of the Court in which j 
the contempt arises has power to deal 1 
with tho matter, and wometiuios does, but 
in some cases, as in tho present, he has a 
right to send tho easo for trial by a jury. 1 
Tho jury wore only to consider tho first 
and third counts. To convict on the first 
thoy must find thrcq things, fi^v, thai 
Lhi'dfja'y vj:as a'eolistabld, second, 'that 'he 
teas' jn quo excou^ion o^ his duty as aflbh 
and, thirdly, that ho waa assaulted.

EASTERN STATES. 
A Nogro Riot in Goorgia. 

Savannah, June — A riot took 
place this afternoon at Mcintosh, 
Liberty county, a .station on 
tho Atlantic it Gulf railroad, betweon 
a party of negro excursionists from 
Bryan county and those 'belonging to 
the place. It began in a tight be- 
tween two negroes, whereupon John 
Randall, captain of the negro militia 
company from Bryan county, on the 
part of the excursionist*;, ordered his 
company to charge, which they did, 
bayoneting everybody within reach. 
The captain himself killed ono man by 
running him through with u sword. 
Thero was intense excitement at this 
outrage. Liberty county negroes ral- 
lied and drove the military company 
into the cars and opened tiro on them, 
killing four and wounding many more, 
only stopping shooting when the train 
got out of the way, which thoy tried to 
prevent by tearing up the track. All 
parties engaged w ere negroes. 

Robinson, Neb., June 10. — Tbedaily 
passenger coach of the Sidney and 
Black Hills (,'o. , which left Sidney 
Monday morning for Dcadwood, was 
stopped a few miles north of Choyonno 
river, on Tuesday at midnight, by five 
masked robbers. Tlio passengers, four 
in number, were robbed of their money 
and valuables, the mail sacks cut open 
and tho contents thrown on theroad, the 
robbers taking tho registered packages. 
Having made a successful clean-up, 
they allowed the coach to proceed on its 
northward journey. 

San Francisco, June 8.- -In July 
next two six days' contests, ono for 
female and the other for male pedes- 
trians, will take placo in this city. 
Each six will contest for a gold dia- 
mond and silver belt and $1000, which 
will constitute the first prize, $750 the 
second, and §500 tho third, and §250 
tho fourth. The 10th of July, and 
tho second for women on tho 17th of 
the same month. The rule will bo "go 
as you please," the one making the 
greatest number of miles in the six 
days to receive the first prize.

Bishop Colenso thinks the Zulu war 
an English outrage, and is not afraid 
to say so. He preached recently on 
the text, "He hath showed thee, O 
man, what is good; nnd what doth the 
Lord require of thee, but to do justly 
and to love mercy, and to walk humbly 
with thy God?" and denounced the 
Government as having broken all these 
divine commandments. "I will not 
prostitute my sacred office," ho declar- 
ed, "by speaking peace to you when 
there is no peace, by hiding the sins 
which we are bound to confess, and 
telling you of faults which are not tho 
real burden that weighs us down. 
Rather I will not dare to provoke the 
most high God with such cowardly de- 
linquency in duty, such base hypocrisy." 
What colonist doubted that tho origin 
of the war and tho disaster was the 
annexation of the Transvaal, when, as 
tho Boers complained, wo came by 
stealth, as a thief in the night and de- 
prived them of their rights? The 
Nemesis of that act was the Zulu dif- 
ficulty. Where in our invasion of 
Zululand did wo show that we were 
men who "loved mercy?" Did we not, 
as soon as we crossed the border, lay 
upon tho Zulus tho terrible scourge of 
war! Had we not already killed five 
thousand human beings and plundered 
ten thousand head of cattle) We had 
lost many precious lives; but were 
there no griefj, no relatives mourning 
their dead in Zululand 1 Had we not 
hoard the wail that had gone up in all 
parts of the country for those who had 
bravely and nobly died in repelling 
tho invader and fighting for their king 
and fatherland? Should we kill ten 
thousand more to avenge the losses of 
Isandula? Would that please God, who 
required of us that we should "do 
justly" and "love mercy."

Did Not Save the Czar. — As is 
well known, when tho Czar was fired 
at in I860 by Karakosoff, in the Sum- 
mer Garden, the first officer who came 
on the scene was Gen. Tod 1; ben. The 
assassin was gone, but the General 
found lying on the spot and apparent- 
ly insensible, a young peasant whose 
namo proved afterwards to be Ossip 
Ivanowitch. Another young man, an 
apprentice, who was there likewise, 
but was nover heard of afterwards, as- 
serted that ho had actually seen Ossip 
pull back the arm of the assassin as the 
latter was firing his pistol, and that the 
former had consequently saved the life 
of the Czar. The fact was at once con- 
sidered proved, and young Ossip was 
lionized into a hero, and introduced to 
the Czar, who made a nobleman of him 
under the name of Komissaroff, For a 
wbolo season tho young fellow, under 
the guidance of Gen. Todleben, was the 
idol of St. Petersburgh socioty. His 
father, a non-political convicl in Siberia, 
was recalled, and after a triumphal 
journey admitted to share in the new 
prosperity of his son. Eventually when 
the enthusiasm had cooled dowu it was 
ascertained that Ossip had nev r saved 
the life of the Czar at all, and that be- 
ing slightly tipsy when the event took 
placo close by him, he had simply been 
frightened by the pistol's report, and 
had fainted. The matter was hushed 
up as soon as possible — they manage 
that sort of thing very well in St. 
Petersburgh — and tho new nobleman 
waa provided with a Lieutenancy in 
the Caucasus. I suppose he is still 
there. — London Truth, May 1st. 



At the Exeter assizes two weeks 
ago there was a discussion of a some- 
what unusual description, and one net 
altogether flattering to tho female sex, 
between Mr. Baron Huddleston and 
the members of the Bar. As a case
